Charges May Be Lowered By Means 


of a Car Ferry Across Lake Michi- 
gan—Breaking Bulk Will Be Avoid, 
ed Under the New Plan—Promises 
Success. 
Milwaukee, Dec. 23—[Special]—Cap- 


italists are again agitating the project 
of establishing a car ferry between this 
city and Grand Haven, and have organ- 
ized a company for the purpose, prom- 
ising cheaper freight rates to the east as 
one of the results of the enterprise. The 
Central Michigan Kailroad company and 
the Michigan aud Ohio Belt Line" Rail- 
road company have issued a prospectus 
proposing to furnish the city new rail- 
road connections with the east. The ob- 
ject of the organization of the two com- 
panies is to maintain a continuous line 
of rail and water way from Milwaukee 
by way of Grand Haven, Grand Kapids, 
Battle Creek, Coldwater, and Cauiden. 
Mich.: Napoleon, Bowling Groen, Fre- 
mont, and Cleveland, Ohio. 
This line. 


with car ferry connections between this 
city and Grand Haven, would carry 
through freight to the Atlantic sea- 
ports, including Newport News, while 
freight west bound could be sent all 
•over the Northwest from Milwaukee. 
The car ferry would secure a large per- 
centage of the business of Milwaukee in 
grains, malt, beer, iron ore, and mer- 
chandise. 
The railroad connections pro- 


posed in the prospectus are the Chi- 
cago and Grand Trunk, the Pennsyl- 
vania railway, the Michigan Central, the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, the 
Baltimore aud Ohio, the Erie, the Nor- 
folk and Western. 
It is said that the 


late Calvin S. Brice was interested in 
"this project. 


The plan is not a new one, except so 


far as the car ferry is concerned. Years 
ago the old Detroit & Milwaukee Rail 
•way company ran a line of boats from 
Milwaukee to Grand Haven, carrying 
both freight aud passengers. 
The" line 


never paid expenses, and was finally 
abandoned as the boats in use on the 
line became old aud unserviceable, and 
"the all-rail routes became popular. 


One great drawback to the success of 


the line at that time was that bulk had 
to be broken at both sides of the lake. 
The new proposition is to do away with 
this by transporting the cars across the 
lake. There is some reluctance here to 
place confidence in the scheme, however, 
and it is questionable if the ,new enter- 
prise will receive the encouragement itsf- 
promoters expect and demand.

btate Dairy aud Food Inspector Adams 
has started out upon n renewed crusade 
against the manufacturers of and dealers 
in oleomnrgerine. He left here yester- 
day for Eacine, where he is prose'cuting 
parties for selling oleomargerino as but- 
ter, and announces that he will not let 
xip until the unlawful practice is stop- 
ped. 


There seoms to be no doubt that the 


Chicago manufacturers of imitation but- 
ter are back of the dealers, aud propose 
to fight the state law through nl! the 
courts. Says Mr. Adams: 


•'For some time the Chicago men have 


been showing signs of preparations to 
take the matter into the courts, and I 
believe they think they can have the 
law declared void. They expect to act 
in connection with these Bacine cases. 
Tho Chicago men, I understand, have 
induced the Eacine retailers to retail 
oleomargerine 
in 
imitation 
of 


butter, which acts are punishable by 
heavy fines. They have given the Wis- 
consin dealers assurance that 
they 


would pay all fines and attorneys' fees. 
They think that because the supreme 
court of the United States annulled the 
prohibitive law of Pennsylvania, and be- 
cause the Minnesota statute requiring 
that oleomargarine be colored pink was 
not sustained, they will have little diffi 
culty in knocking out the Wisconsin 
law. But they are mistaken, for all the 
Wisconsin law does is to prohibit the 
imposition upon the purchaser, by re- 
quiring that oleomargorine if sold at all, 
should not be colored in imitation ol 
butter. 
All the judges who have passoc 


upon cases under this law have held 
that the measure was perfectly -.valid 
and we have not the slightest doubt 
that the supreme court will sustain this 
view."

SUPREME COURT 


SCORESJHE JURY 


PLAIN FACTS RELATED IN THE 


HYER CASE. 


Reached The Conclusion That There 


Was Failure of Proof As To Side- 
walk Being Defective—Say Circuit 
Court Should Have Found For the 
City of Janesville. 


The conclusions of th.e state supreme 


court and the facts on which they are 
based in the recent action of Victoria 
Hyer vs. the City of Janesville, which 
reversed the decision of tho circuit court, 
which gave the plaintiff $1500, were re- 
ceived this morning by City Attorney 
Burpee from Madison. 


That the supreme court came within 


one of finding for the defendant in place 
of sending the case back for a new trial 
is quiet evident by the conclusions. 


They are of special interest to all tax 


payers of the city of Janesville. 
The 


documents show that several cases, 
where the walk was alleged to be de- 
fective as the result of accumulating 
snow and ice, were discussed in relation 
to the Janesville case. 


One in particular was the action of 


Harrington vs. the City of Buffalo. 
In 


this case snow accumulated evenly over 
the walk to a depth of several inches, 
then became soft, wet and sloppy, then 
suddenly froze hard, leaving the surface 
roughened by numerous footprints. In 
f.uch situation the court held, in sub- 
stance, that the walk presented no un- 
usual appearance and caused no more 
of 
an obstacle to the 
reasonably 


safe passage of pedestrians than fre- 
quently exists in cities and villages dur 
ing the cold season, and than may rea 
sonably be expected of any person of 
average intelligence. 


On the subject of how the accident 


occurred when Mrs. Hyer fell the evi- 
dence of the supreme court found to be 
entirely silent. Plaintiff says she must 
have struck her heel against one of the 
lumps of ice and slipped and fell back- 
ward. "That, of course, says the su 
preme court," was not only an unreason- 
able conclusion from the situation, but 
svas not evidence in the case to be pro- 
perly considered by the jury. 
From 


the fact that the fall was backward, and 
that there was nothing to indicate that 
it was caused by striking any obstacle 
in the walk, the theory that plaintiff's 
feet slipped forward on the icy surfa-e 
is much more reasonable than'any other 
that can be based on the evidence. 
If 


the 
fall 
was 
caused 
by 
the 


mere slippery 
conditiion 
of 
the 


walk 
it 
is 
conceded " 
that 


there would bo no right to recover for 
the injury received. It has been said by 
,this and other courts repeatedly, and is 
tho established law, that n jury cannot 
properly be allowed to determine dis- 
puted questions of fact from mere con- 
jecture. There mtjst be some direct evi- 
dence of the fact. 


'•The theory that plaintiff fell by rea- 


son of the walk being uneven, is not as 
reasonable as that she fell because of its 
being merely slippery. 
There was a 


failure of proof as to the sidewalk being 
defective, and also a failure of proof as 
to whether plaintiff fell or received her 
injury by reason of the alleged defects 
in the walk. 
Hence, the court should 


have taken the case from the jury by di- 
recting a verdict in favor of the defend- 
ant, and for the same reason should have 
set the verdict aside and granted a new 
trial."

PROSPEROUS YEAR 


ENROLLMENT HAS BEEN LARU- 


ER THAN EVER BEFORE. 


Nearly Eighteen Hundred Students Re. 


ceived Instruction—Steady Growth 
of the Institution During the Past 
Few Years—Additions Made to the 
Corps of Teachers. 


Madison, Dec. 23—Some interesting 


information concerning the growth o£ 
the University of Wisconsin during the 
past decade, together with the cost of 
its maintenance, etc., is given in the 
forthcoming report of the regents of 
the institution. It shows that the total 
number of students in the college year 
'88-'89 was 722, while the total attend 
ance of the present year is 1,767. The 
increase in the number of professore, in- 
structors, etc.. is in about the same pro- 
portion, being from 52 ten years ago 
to 125 the present 
year. 
These 


are 
classified as 
follows: 
Profes- 


sors; 49; associate professors, 2: assist- 
ant professors. 24; instructors. '26: as- 
sistants, U; aud fellows, 10. The in- 
crease in the number of students during 
the past four years, from 1,279 to 1.767, 
has been greater than the increase dur- 
ing any other four years in the history 
of the university.

Investing In Holiday Goods—Many 
Are Stripping and The Buyers Are 
Getting More Plentiful. 


The long looked for and much desired 


rainy weather came Monday morning 
and continued until Thursday noon, 
bringing the hanging tobacco into excel- 
lent case and nearly every farmer in the 
tobacco section has taken a portion or 
the whole of his crop down, preparatory 
to stripping says Farm and Home. 


For the next few weeks stripping will 


be the order of the day. as about one- 
third of the crop is sold and those hav- 
ing sold are eager to deliver and realize 
on their crop. 
Buyers are equally anx 


ious to begin the assorting • season, as 
they have a long season ahead of them, 
and much tobacco to handle. 


Now that the tobacco has been taken 


down the buyers will be out in force, as 
they think well of the '98 and each will 
want a share, and they may force prices 
up a notch or two. 


In old goods the market is rather 


quiet, owing to the holidays and the 
taking of inventories, which occur the 
first of the year, 
• 


Shipments to eastern points have been 


liberal since our last report. 


The Edgerton Keporter says: 
There is riding enough being done in 


the growing districts to move consider- 
able quantity of the now crop, but. we 
suspect the sales are somewhat out of 
proportion to be riding. The constant 
importuning of the farmers has a ten- 
dency to hold asking prices up to stiff 
figures and when even any thing like 
choice selections are secured, 6c or bet- 
ter is generally paid for them. Some of 
the hail cut or cheaper grades are be- 
ing moved at lower figures but usually 
prices are fully maintained us quoted in 
these columns.

The 
Mrs. Churchill decided that she had ha 
enough of that kind of married blis 
and she then and there surrendered th 
fort to her husband, and at once mac 
haste to the law office of Smith & Pierc 
where sLe had prepared the proper doc 
umeuts for a divorce on the grounds o 
cruel and inhuman treatment.

raphy of that vast ocean as \t exists 
today, and to prevent any further ac- 
cessions of territory by European pow- 
ers in the tracts of American commovc-e 
between the United States 
and

most distant possessions. 


P liaps the official action of great- 


est importance related to tiie dispatch- 
.ing of the auxiliary cruiser Yosemite 
about Jan. 1 from Norfolk to the La- 
drone islands by way of the S'iez canal. 
Commander George E. hie of the Yese- 
mite •will sail under orders to hold his 
vessel at Guam as a station ship. The 
importance of this island during the 
war and its acquisition through the 
treaty of Paris by the Unite.! Stales 
may prove the result of remarkable 
far sighteclness on the part of the 
naval advisers of the ^resident, as it 
practically commands th-3 Caroline 
archipelago. 


The strategic value of ihe Yosemit.e's 


station at Guam is therefore calculated 
to prevent any change of sovereignty 
over the Caroline islands without the 
cordial consent of the Unite-1 States, 
especially as Dewey's squadron at Ma'- 
nila will be rather augmented than re- 
duced in strength in the course of a 
few weeks. 


Another order bearing upon the situ- 


ation in the Pacific was prepared to | 
be sent to the special squadron *,vheu 
it arrive? at Callao, directing the dis- 
tilling ship Iris to proceed directly to : 
Manila. Before starting on this voy- 
age she will take a full complement 
of fuel from the other colliers of the 
squadron, enabling them to hurry on 
to San Francisco with the Iowa, while 
the Oregon and Celtic continue their 
voyage to Honolulu.

waiian islands will become a strong 
base of naval strength, and in conjunc- 
tion with the effective forces at Manila 
and at San Francisco will effectually | 
command the entire Pacific ocean.
